After Centuries of Bitter Discussion | 
4 Document by Which Pope Adrian 
IV. Is Said to Have Transferred Ire- 


ae a Fief Is Found to Be Only an 
_ “Exercise” — Discovery Made by 
Prot. Thatcher of N 


Ha ve you heard of the papal bull 
called Landibiliter 

If you have, you may as well forget about 
it, for it has been proved that this famous 
document; over which controversies between 
historians have been waged for some seven 
‘centuries, is not genuine. It is not even a 


nameless twelfth century student who was 
practicing the art.of letter writing. 

This conclusion is the result of a trip to 
Burope, a year’s study in the vatican library, 
and the reading of innumerable Latin docu- 
ments. It is announced by Prof. Oliver Jo- 
seph Thatcher of the University of Chicago, 
in a paper entitled “Studies Concerning 
Adrian IV.“ just issued from the University 
Press. 

The document Laudibiliter, so called from 
the occurrence of the Latin word in the salu- 
tation, has long been supposed to be a grant 
made by Pope Adrian IV., conferring on 
Henry II. of England the island of: Ireland 
to hold in fief. Concerning its genuineness 
or falsity historians have long been in dis- 
pute. What the result will be on Ireland's | 
agitation for independence is not as yet fore- 
casted. 


Discussed with Great Bitterness. 

“The discussion has been obscured and 
embittered by the hostility engendered by 
differences in race, in nationality, and in re- 
ligion,”” says Prof. Thatcher. It has been 
discussed with all the intensity, not to say 
bitterness, of feeling that has grown out of 
the unhappy relations existing between Ire- 
land and England for the last 700 years. ‘ 

“Irishmen; as Irishmen, in the spirit of 
high patristism for which they always have 
been famed, have endeavored to defend the 
fair name of their island and its people by 
‘declaring that this famous bull is a forgery, 
mbounding in slanderous falsehoods. As 
loyal Catholics they have been unwilling to 
‘believe that a pope made himself a party to 
their misfortunes by delivering them into 
the hands of their enemy. 

“It ie impossible. not to see, on the other 
hand, what we may call a certain Protestant 
satisfaction in attributing to a pope a share | 
in the humiliation of Roman Catholic Ire- 
land in being subject to a foreign Protestant 
power. It is therefore not surprising that 
there is still the jo ae divergence of opinion 
on this question.“ 


Henry Rejects Adrian's Offer. . 
| Prof, Thatcher, after thus stating the 
problem, shows that the question of the 
offering of Ireland to Henry asa flef, and the 
question of the genuineness of the bull, are 
not the same. That Ireland was offered by 
Adrian to Henry he proves from certain old 
letters found in his searches in the vatican 
library. Henry. however, had applied to 
Adrian for the right to subjugate Ireland 
island asa fief. He took possession by force 
of arms. 

Neither Adrian nor Adrian's offer,” says 
Prof. Thatcher, “can in any way be made 
responsible for Henry's seizure of Ireland.“ 


Language Disproves Authenticity. 

Thus disposing of the question of the offer 
made by Adrian, itself a source of conten- 
tion between Catholic and Protestant, Prof. 
Thatcher takes up the question of whether 
the famous document was the one by which 
the offer was made. 

“ Laudibiliter cannot have been written,“ 
he says, by one who knew what was es- 
sential to such a document. But it was not 
written with the purpose of deceiving or 
securing any material advantage. It is 
merely a Latin exercise of some twelfth cen- 
tury student, who was practicing in the art 
of composition, and for this purpose chose to 
impersonate Adrian IV. 

Its poverty of vocabulary, its numerous 
and awkward repetitions, its general hazi- 
ness and indefiniteness, all reveal the un- 
trained hand of a student who was master 
neither of his materials nor of the proper 
literary forms. Laudibiliter cannot be re- 
garded as a trustworthy source of informa- 
tion on any point. It must be rejected as 
entirely worthiess.”’ 

And the twelfth century ‘Latin student 
never knew what a great hubbub among 
the historians he was going to Create. 


ASIA DESTROYED BY COMET! 


Special Advices (Via Oak Park, III.) 
Tell of Loss of Continent and Crea- 
tion of a New One,

firmed by telegraph, possibly because the 
comet has struck the earth and destroyed all 
the wires: 

REVELATION OF THE NEAR FUTURE. 

Oak Park, III., April 11.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une. On the 224 day of June, the year 1900, be- 
gan the descending of the largest part of Asia 
below the water level to form an ocean bed, and 
at the same tithe a new continent began to ascend 
from the bottom of the Pacific ocean. This change 
will take a period of three years before compie¢ted. 
This new continent will measure about 3,000 
miles from east to west and 5,000 miles from north 
to south. 

In the month of June, the year 1899, a comet 
has left the sun and is traveling to the earth. It 
will land in the northern part of Asiatic Siberia 
in the year 1008 at the 224 day of June, about 8 
o' clock in the morning, to make up the necessary 
weight for the proper balancing of the earth. The 
descending of Asia and the ascending of the new 
continent, Pacifica, will come toafinish. Through 
the landing of the comet at this particular time 
the earth will be brought into a swaying condi- 
tion that will last about five years. : 

Many people will look for this new land, but not 
see it. When the proper time comes some one will 
be inspired to discover it. It will be a good fruit 
country and vegetation in general. Do not look 
for coal, gold, or silver; you will not find it. It 
will make a good time for transportation compa- 
nies of best equipment.

Wounded Carried Away.

None. of them in the confusion could be 
identified except the boy, who is said to be 
Peter Smith, aged 17 years. 

The warden soon ordered the guards to 
cease firing and instead he turned the fire 
hose on the crowd. This held the mob at 
bay, but not for long. A general rush was 
made, the guards were brushed aside, and a 
man hunt of the jail was made for the negro, 
scores of improvised torches lighting up the 
gloom of the cellhouse. 


Negro Wanted Soon Found. 

There were many negroes confined in the 
prison, but with the aid of a man who knew 
White he was quickly found. His cell door 
was battered open and the cowering and ac- 
used man, begging for mercy, was dragged 


from the cell and the prison. When the crowd 


outside heard that success had crowned the 
efforts of the lynchers a great cheer was 
set up. - 

Attempts were made to shoot. White on the 
spot, but the leaders of the crowd would have 
nothing but his life at the stake. Resistance 
on the part of the negro was useless, but his 
hands weretied behind him. Then the march 
to the place of execution, just as though it 
were a march to the gallows = a prison, was 
taken up. 

It then beende evident that. a plan of exe- 
cution had been previously arranged. With 
torches to lead the way and with 4,000 per- 
sons following the negro was led to the road 
and to almost the spot where the assault on 
the young white girl took place. White was 
given a last chance to speak, and he con- 
fessed to the murder of the girl. 


Chained to Stake and Burned. 

A stake had been arranged by an advance 
guard. White was quickly chained to the 
post and dry underbrush, soaked with oil, 
piled over and around him. A score 
matches were applied, and in an instant 
the megro was wrapped in fire. He sbrieked 
as the flames touched his body, and n his 
head fell limp. It was evident that he had 
fainted. Then scores of bullets were fired 
Into his. body

Delay of Court Roused Mob. 

The failure of the County court to give 
White a speedy trial is in a great measure 
responsible for tonight's tragedy: The citi- 
zens of Wilmington and those in the vicinity 
of the scene of the crime wanted an im- 
mediate trial, and Attorney General H. H. 
Ward laid the matter before the court on 
Thursday with that end in view. The court, 
however, did not consider haste expedient 
and the trial was set for the September term 
of court. | 

With this decision of the court the murmur- 
ings of mob violence became louder, and the 
indignation of the people grew hourly. Sun- 
day night two small crowds gathered in the 
vicinity of the jail, but they were soon dis- 
persed. 

Although the coroner's inquest was held 
today, the authorities feared that harm 
would befall the negro, and he was not taken 
from the workhouse. The inquest was had 

without his presence. The verdict of the 
jury was that Miss Bishop came to her death 
“from the effects of an assault committed 
upon her by one George White, a negro.“

KILLS 4 WOMAN. 
Ninety Pounds of It Explodes 
in Basement of Residence, 
Wrecking House. 


CAUSES A SCHOOL PANIC. 


Disaster Occurs While Victim Is 
Forming Dangerous Gran- 
ules Into Cones. 


Ninety pounds of flashlight powder in the 
basement of a residence at Berwyn exploded 
yesterday, caused the death of Mrs. Mary 
Willison, wrecked the house, and created a 
panic among the children of the Irving school 
on adjoining property. 

Mrs. Willson, in whose residence the ex- 
plosiom occurred, was burned from her head 
to her waist and her flesh charred. She lived 
until evening, retaining consciousness long 
enough to explain the disaster, and died at 
the residence of a neighbor. 

The force of the explosion so great 
that the floor above the basement was bulged 
upwards several inches, while a piano in the 
room was thrown to one side and toppled 
over. The walls of the basement were forced 
outward, and every window in the house was 
broken. Many windows in the Irving school 
and in James S. Keeler’s residence also were 
broken, 

Making Flashlight Cones. 

Mrs. Willson lived at Thirty-fifth street and 
Irving avenue and was working in the base- 
ment forming the powder into cones ready 
for a supply house in Chicago. She had al- 
most completed her task when the “ee 
occurred. 

The powder had becoms caked frou ‘damp- 


ously between her hands to reduce it, and 
this friction, it is — caused the powder 
to explode.

There were three explosions, which filled

D. H. McMillan of New Mexican Court 
Taken from Bench by Presi- 
dent Rooseveit. 


‘Washington, D. C., June 22.— [Special. 
President Roosevelt today removed Judge 
Daniel H. McMillan of the Supreme court 
of the territory of New Mexico because of 
charges of grossimmorality. Judge Clement 
C. Smith of Hastings, Mich., was named as 
his successor. 

The charges against Judge MeMillan have 
been pressed vigorously for many months. 
It is charged that he is accompanied on his 
judicial rounds of the territory of New Mexico 
by a woman with whom his relations were of 
a scandalous nature. 

Last fall Attorney General Knox, after an 
investigation of the charges, recommended 
that he be removed. At the instance of 
influential friends of Judge McMillan, the 
recommendgtion of the attorney general was 
held up pending a rehearing of the case. At 
the second hearing John G. Milburn of Buf- 
falo, a long tithe personal friend of Judge 
McMillan, made a strong plea for his reten- 
tion, but it was of no avail. 

Judge Smith, who is to succeed Judge Mo- 
Millan, is one of the best known lawyers of 
Michigan and is held in high regard by of- 
ficials of the department of justice. 

Judge McMillan was born at York, Living- 
ston county, N. T., in 1848, and took up his 
residence in Buffalo in 1869 as a student of 
law. In that city he staid until his appoint- 
ment by McKinley in 1901, and he gained 
recognition as one of the most influential and |

Punishment Upon Conviction Is 
~$10,000 Fine and Two 
Years’ Imprisonment, 


Washington, D. C., June 22.—[{Special.]— 
Another batch of indictments in the postal 
fraud cases was handed down by the federal 
grand jury today. Bilis are returned against 
August W. Machen, Diller B. Groff, Samuel 
A. Groff, George E. Lorenz, and Martha J. 
Lorenz,’ the two latter being residents of 
Toledo, G., on the charge of conspiracy to 
defraud the government. The indictment is 
based on section 5,440 of the revised htatutes, 
which provides a penalty of $10,000 or, two 
years’ imprisonment, or both in the discretion 
of the court. 

Findings on Twelve Counts. 
: are twelve counts to the indictment, 
eleven of which are substantially the same 
as those found previously against Machen 
and the Groffs. 

The first count of the present indictment, 
which relates to the conspiracy charge, sets 
forth that on June 29, 1900, in the district 
of Columbia, Lorenz, Mrs. Lorenz, Machen, 
and the Groff brothers “ conspired, com- 
bined, confederated, and agreed to defraud 
the United States government of its 
moneys” by the following arrangement: 
Machen should advise and recommend to 
the first assistant ter general the 
purchase from the Groff brothers of a large 
number of the Groff fasteners for mail boxes 


thereof, upon which the Groff. brothers 
should retain 60 per cent of such payment, 
or 76 cents for each fastener; and the Groff 
brothers should then pay to Mr. and Mrs. 
Lorenz, either or both, the remaining 40 per 
cent, which was to be “ converted, appro- 
priated, and applied to the use of Mr. and 
Mrs. Lorenz and Machen. 

The indictment says that this-agreement 
was carried out by Machen on June 30, rec- 
ommending the purchase of 6,000 of the fas- 
teners at the price mentioned; that the Groff 
brothers on the same date presented a bill 
for these 6,000 fasteners at the price men- 
tioned; that on Sept. 13 of the same year 
Machen recommended to the first assistant 
postmaster general the payment of that bill; 
and that the Groff brothers, having there- 
after and on Sept. 22 of that year received 
from the United States $7,500 in payment of 
the bill,“ Diller B. Groff, on Oct. 20, same 
** paid $3,000 to George E. and 

Inspectors Give Evidence. 

The testimony upon which the indictment 
was found was given by Postoffice Inspectors 
Walter 8.

The Groff brothers and their counsel and 
the counsel for Machen were in court when 
the indictment was returned. Machen was 
not present. It was announced that neither 
Machen nor the Groffs would be rearrested;

THE E POSTMASTER GENERAL 

When the conscientious citizen is in- 
formed by newspaper correspondents that 
Postmaster General Payne, owing.to ill 
health, may retire from public life,” but 
that he will not “resign under fire,” the 
reader is tempted to rub his eyes and in- 
quire whether, like Rip Van Winkle, he 
has slept for twenty years or more. The 
familiar phrase, “ resign under fire,” sug- 
gests the period of the Star Route scandals, | 
of the Credit Mobilier investigation, and 
various prosecutions that have been con- 
ducted in Washington during the last thirty 
years. 

The use of the phrase in this instance is 
improper. Nobody is “firing” at Post- 
master General Payne. He is not under in- 
vestigation. He is not even accused of 
misconduct. The worst that has been said 
of him is that he has talked too much and 
with poor judgment. He has committed 
indiscretions of speech, but he has not been 


| guilty of improprieties of conduct. 


‘Possibly the postmaster general loved 


Perry Heath not wisely but too well.“ 


Perry Heath was formerly associated in 
the national republican committee with the 
postmaster ral, Who may have learned 
to like him for personal reasons. 

It must be said that Mr. Payne bas been 
faithful and diligent in the discharge of his 
official duties. He has not impeded or ob- 
structed the investigation of irregularities in 
his department. ‘The misbehavior of sub- 


ordinates began before he was appointed. 


postmaster general. He has a clean bill of 
health. He need not retire “ under fire or 
otherwise, because no man who wishes to 
be just is “firing” at him, or has any di- 
position to do 80. As long as his health con- 
tinues good and his duties are congenial he 
should remain at the. head of the postoffice 
department. But he should intrust to others 
the duty of giving out public statements to 
the press, and should refrain from apolo- 
getie or defensive remarks. By excusing 
himself he accuses himself. His bor- 
dereau may be omitted with advantage 
to himself. The situation is bad enough in 
the department without making it worse by 
an attempt to conceal the truth or to make 
light of the grave offenses that have been 
committed. 

Mr. Payne is a poor spokesman for the 
administration, but he may still be a good 
executive officer, and it. would be “injustice 
to him to imply that he is responsible for 
wrongdoings in the department or that 
the public service will be purified or invig- 


rated by his separation from it. 


The postmaster general only needs to 

pray that he may be saved from his super- 
fluous and too zealous friends, who assume 
that he has ‘been attacked arid that his 
resignation is being demanded, when no 
such attack or demand has found expres- 
sion in any responsible quarter, 


UNGRATEFUL ARTISTS. 


“Mr. David Bispham, baritone, and Mr. | 


Clarence Eddy, organist, both native born 
Americans, have expressed the opinion, 
more or less contemptuously, the former in 
court, the latter outside it, that the United 
‘States is not a musical center. Both also 
have decided that they never again can live, 
in the sense of permanently residing, in this 


country. London will be Mr. Bispham’s 


home. Paris will be Mr. Eddy’s home. 
One says a Philadelphia and the other a 
Chicago home would be fatal to his preten- 
sions as an artist. 

In a certain sense, therefore, both Mr. 
Bispham and Mr. Eddy have expatriated 
themselves. ‘They have not done so com- 
pletely, like Mr. Astor, for that would be 
more fatal to their career as artists than 
living here. They do not completely sever 
the tie that binds.” They are leading 
double lives, the artistic life in Europe, the 
bread and butter life in the United States. 
To burn their bridges behind them would 
have been ungrateful, to say the least, for 
it was in this country that both men mainly 
had their instruction and also made the 
successes which have given them a con- 
spicuous position in the musical world. But 
the sorrow of knowing that they are to ha ve 
new homes abroad is sweetened by the 
knowledge that we shall see them quite as 
often as when they lived with us. Not- 
withstanding both men are too artistic to. 
live with us, they are thrifty and commer- 
cial, and they know that for one. dollar in 
Europe they can earn five here. They will 
‘always be found in the “ innumerable cara- 
van of high priced artists that proceeds 
over here every year for the fall, winter, 
and spring seasons of opera and concert, 
with profitable recitals between times. If 
the United States is not a musical center 
it is remarkable that Americans should pay 
such sums for the encouragement of the 
am and the reward of artists and raise 
such sums to supply orchestral deficiencies, } 
So we shall see Mr., Bispham and Mr. Eddy | 
with the usual periodical frequency, for as 
long as dollars are to be had they will come 
to this “ unmusical country” after them, 


THE WESLEY BICENTENNIAL. 
This year a grateful and appreciative 
world turns its eyes back on the England 
of the eighteenth century and transforms. 
the puny figure of John Wesley, the man, 
into the gigantic and resplendent figure of 
John Wesley, the religious reformer. 

Was Wesley a great metaphysician? 
Was he a great theologian? To these ques- 
tions most metaphysicians and theologians 
have returned a decided negative.’ What 
if they have? The world at large reveres 
Wesley, not as a metaphysician or as a 
theologian, but as an evangelist, a seer, , 
a prophet, a power turning men covard 
righteousness. 

Seldom has the world been 
with regard to any man in so full a sense 
as it is able to say it with regard to John 
Wesley that he was both a man of God 
and a man‘of affairs. He had a “ genius 
for government not inferior to that of Rirh- 
elieu,” said Macaulay. He was “ the first 


No such leader of men appeared * 
eighteeuth century, said Leslie Stephen. 

This position of John Wesley as a doer 
rather than as a thinker is well illustrated 
by the inconsistencies into which he was 
plunged. Only the theorist can be per- 
fectly consistent. The man of affairs finds 
himself confronted with the inconsistency 
and contradictoriuess of the n ot 
the world. 

It is not to be too harshly commented 
upon, therefore, that while in 1787 Wesley 
wrote: I still think that when the Meth- 
odists leave the ¢hurch of England God 
will leave them,” he nevertheless made 
separation inevitable by ordaining Coke, 
three years before, as superintendent, or 
bishop, in America and Mather, two years 
after, as superintendent in England.

N RESIDENT LOUBET when he visits 
London early next month will be, 
housed in St. James’ palace in those 
apartments which were for quite a 


number of years the home of the press - be 


ent prince and princess of Wales. It was 


originally intended that the president should | 


take up his quarters at the French embassy 
in the same way that King Edward stopped 


at the English embassy at Paris. But King | 
Edward was in the French capital as à dis- 


tinguished visitor, whereas President Loubet 
is coming to England as an invited guest of 
the sovéreign and of the nation, and as such 
it was felt that it would be more appropriate 
for him to be housed in one of the royal pal- 
aces than at the French embassy. 

What St. James’ palace lacks in external 
impressiveness it makes up in historic inter- 
est, and the apartments of the palace pos- 
sess a grandeur, a loftiness, and a stately 
magnificence of which the dingy and squat 
exterior of this ancient royal abode conveys 
no idea. It is on historical record that when 
King Christian VII. of Denmark came to 
London to woo Caroline Mathilda, sister of 
King George III., he was at first horrified at 
the dingy appearance of the exterior of St. 
James’ palace, where he was to be lodged. 
But Walpole relates that he was so delighted 
when he saw the interior of the palace that 
the utmost difficulty was experienced to in- 


The palace, Which — squat and low, ow- 
ing to the loftiness of the buildings by which 
it is surrounded on every side, is a 


old structure with crenelated walls, built by 
King Henry VIII. on the site of an old con- 
vent and hospital where. lepers were cared |. 


for by Cistercian nuns. In those days Char- 


ing Cross was an isolated village near the f | 


abbey of Westminster, and what is now St. 
James’ street was a country lane. 

St. James palace has been the residence 
of British royalty ever since the reign of the 
Blue Beard monarch, that Is to say, for some 
500 years, and has been the scene of many 
of the most momentous events in British his- 
tory. During the last hundred years it was 
the. residence of the late duke and duchess 
of Cambridge, of that duke of Cumberland 
who afterwards became king of Hanover, of 
the late queen’s nephew, Prince Victor Ho- 
| henlohe, and more recently of the prince and 

princess of Wales. But it is the first time 
that it has been used to lodge the ruler of a 
foreign nation since King Christian VII. of 
Denmark came as above described to woo 
King George III.’s ee Caroline Mathilda. 


President Loubet’s vt visit cannot but prove 
a great success. For the welcome which he 
will receive in England will be a 2 75 ohe 
in every sense of the word, and it is a 
satisfaction to the English people to hail the 
executive of à foreign nation who is a man 
so honest, unaffected, and genuine as the 
worthy chief magistrate of France. The city 
of London has already voted a large sum’ 
for the purpose of entertaining him with its 
traditional hospitality when he visits what

Meeting Is Held at the Sherman House 
and Committee of Five Is Appointed 
It Is Hoped to Secure a Majority of 
the Stock and Form a Voting Trust 
for Oontrol of the Road — Large 
Gains in Railway Earnings — An- 


About fifty stock and income bondholders 
of the Lake Street Elevated railroad met at 
the Sherman house yesterday and appointed 
the following protective committee: *

The committee was named in accordance 
with a resolution which stated the purpose 
of such appointment to be: 

“To take such action to protect the stock- 
holders as in their judgment may be neces- 
gary and to call a meeting of the owners of 
stock of said company (Lake Street L) at 
any time to take action on any plan that 
may be substituted.” 

Something over fifty shareholders were in 
attendance, and it is understood that prob- 
ably 20,000 shares or more was represented. 

It is the intention of the committee event- 
ually to form a voting trust for such stock 
as may be secured by the committee, a con- 
trolling interest being desired. At the pres- 


ent time there is no intention of interfering | 


with the securities committee, of which H. 
N. Higinbotham is chairman and which was 
appointed at the annual meeting to propose 
a plan of financial reerganization. It is 
expected, however, that the certificates 
issued against stock deposited with the IIli- 
nols Trust and Savings bank will be concen- 
trated under the direction of the committee 
named yesterday. 
Want Change in Policy. 

It developed at the meeting there was a 
great deal of dissatisfaction in the minds 
One of the most 
influential members of the committee ap- 
pointed declared it was the intention to seek 


to divorce the management of the Lake 


Street Elevated from any connection with 
the Northwestern Elevated. 

Evidently some of the etockholders hope 
to make a merry time for President Knight 
of the Lake Street. A member of the pro- 
tective committee appointed aserted an effort 
would be made to secure the retirement of 
Mr. Knight trom the presidency of the Lake 
Street because of his relation of attorney for 
the Northwestern Elevated. This member of 
the committee wanted a complete separa- 
tion of the management of the two corpora- 
tions. Just how this was to be effected was 
not made apparent. ee

Whereas, It has also been reported from time 
to time that for the purpose of freezing out the 
stockholders in case said stockholders should not 
accept said plan and pay said assessment, default 
would be made in the payment of the interest on 
the first mortgage bonds, and that said bonds have 
been acquired by interests allied with the North- 
western Elevated railroad company for the purpose 
of foreclosing the mortgage securing the said 
bonds, and thus wiping out all of the stock of said 
road; and 

Whereas, The stockholders have been unable to 
acquire any accurate information as to the inten- 
tions of the management of said road and as to 
whether said management would protect the inter- 
ests of the stockholders of this road in the event 
of said attempted foreclosure against the aggres- 


sions of the interests controlling the Northwestern 


Elevated railroad.

MORE .COMPLICATIONS FOR PAS- 
SENGER ASSOCIATION. __ 


New Developments Point to the Disso- 
lation of Mileage and Clergymen’s |. 
Bureau, ‘as Well as to the Probable 
Reorganization of the Western 
Agreement—Proposed Change in In- 
terchangeable Ticket Continues to 
Meet Strong Opposition. P 


Affairs of the Western Passenger associa- 
tion are getting more complicated from day to 
day. No doubtis entertained that a complete 
reorganization of the association will have 
to be effected before harmonious relations 
e e the various roads can be retstab- 

It developed also at yesterday’s meeting of 
the joint clergy committee of the Transconti- 
nental, Southwestern, and Western Passen- 
ger associations that the mileage and cler- 
gymen's bureaus are likewise in danger of 
dissolution. 

This meeting was held to reénact the joint 
clergymen permit arrangement of the three 
organizations for 1904. It was found, how- 
ever, that the Rock Island had a serious 
grievance and declined to become a party to 
A new agreement, and it gave notice that it 
would igsue an individual clergy permit to 
poorer ite own, and make no charge for 
the same. 


Source of Big Revenue. 

The Western Passenger association has 
been making a charge of $1 for each permit, 
which brought in enough money not only to 
pay the expenses of the bureau but nearly 
enough more to pay all the expenses of the 
association, 


The Rock Island, not being a member of 
the association, received no benefit from the 
large income from the clergymen's 
permits, and for this reason declines to con- 
tribute any longer to a fund that is expended 
solely for the benefit of its competitors. 

The quarrel over the form of interchange- 
able mileage ticket to be used has become so 
bitter as to preclude any idea of an adjust- 
ment at the meeting of the interchangeable 
mileage bureau to be held here next Friday. 
The report of the executive committee, which 
is to be acted on then, recommends the adop- 
tion of a 2,000 mile interchangeable ticket, 
good on trains, and to be sold at $60, with a 
refund of $19.50. 

Some Roads Oppose : 

Tt also recommends the discontinuance of 

the present 2,000 mile tickets, sold individual- 


the interchangeable mileage credential, and 
of all participation in the mileage credential 
system, except as to honoring credentials 
sold previous to Aug. 1. There are several 
roads, however, which will never consent to 
the proposed change. 

Moreover, it is claimed that the $60 the 
traveler or merchant will have to pay for the 
proposed ticket in advance will give the rail- 
roads the use of a fund amounting to several 
millions and on which they can draw interest 
until the rebate is refunded. 


Skirmish Over Mileage Ticket. 

A preliminary skirmish over the inter- 
changeable mileage ticket took place yester- 
day at a meeting here of the transmissouri 
mileage bureau. Some of the leading lines 
west of the river had in effect during the last 
eighteen months a money scrip ticket, which 
required the deposit of $60 by the purchaser. 
This ticket is claimed to have caused a frost, 
and has been rejected by the general public. 

At the meeting yesterday a resolution was 
introduced to abandon this ticket and adopt 
the ticket in use by the northern Michigan 
lines. The proposition was bitterly opposed 
by some of the roads, which declared they 
never would submit to any ticket that is 
honored by conductors on the trains. . 


Shipments to the East. 

Eastbound ship of .grain by the all 
rail lines from Chicago last week were slight- 
ly in excess of those fer the week previous.

Quo Warranto Proceedings Against the 
Travelers’ Company by State 
Superintendent. 


2,350 


Quo warranto proceedings were begun in 
the Circuit court yesterday by State Insur- 
ance Superintendent Vredenburgh against 
the Travelers’ Insurance company, which, he 
charges, has been exercising powers within 
the state of Illinois not conferred upon it by 
law. The company, it is said, has been en- 
gaged in separate kinds of-insurance without 
making the deposits as required by law. 

The issues are much the same as those 
in the similar proceedings against the tna. 
which are to be heard July 1, to determine 
the right of a life insurance company to write 
accident and Hability insurance as well under 
the Illinois laws. The Travelers’, however, 
has a license to write liability insurance, while 
the Etna has not, it having undertaken the 
line only last year. In preparation for any 
such emergency the Travelers’ has organized 
the Travelers’ Indemnity company, with a 
separate organization and capital stock, 
making the deposit required for the transac- 
tion of casualty business in Connecticut, and 
if the decision should go against it in any of 
the states in which the question has been 
raised its liability risks will be transferred 
to the Travelers’ Indemnity company and 
business continued as before. 

The petition of the insurance department 
asks for a writ of ouster and penalties if the 
company shall be found to have been carry- 
ing on the several forms of insurance in viola- 
tion of the law. 


Insurance men are notifying their 
tomers that it is necessary to take out a per- 
mit for the storage and sale of fireworks, if 
they do not want to invalidate their insur- 
ance in case of a loss. The permit costs $2.50 
a hundred for the building and $5 for the 
contents, these being annual rates, short 
rates being provided for less periods.
